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The Synagogue of Satan 


“Behold, 1 will make them of the 
synagogue of Satan, which say they are 
Jews and are not; but do lie; behold, I 
will make them to come and worship 
before thy feet, and to know that I 
have loved thee,” Rev. 3:9. These words 
were spoken by Christ through John to 
the church at Philadelphia. A similar 
and more forceful passage is found in 
Rev. 2:9 addressed to the church of 
Smyrna, “I know thy works, and trib- 
ulations and poverty, (but thou art 
rich), and I know the blasphemy of 
them which say they are Jews and are 
not, but are the synagogue of Satan.” 

Two things from these passages im- 
mediately claim our attention: First, “the 
synagogue of Satan” and second, they 
which “say they are Jews and are not.” 
It is significant that the term “syna- 
gogue” in scripture and history is ap- 
plied to one particular thing and is pe- 
culiar to one particular people and pur- 
pose. 

Our study immediately resolves itself 
into two questions: “What is a syna- 
gogue?” and “Who is a Jew?” The 
scripture plainly says in the above text 
that “they who say they are Jews and 
are not, are the synagogue of Satan.” 


THE SYNAGOGUE 


The earliest historical record of the 
synagogue dates back to the time when 
Judah was in Babylonian captivity. Here 
the worshiping sons of Jacob were de- 
prived of their temple, and as God had 
chosen Jerusalem for the place for the 
temple, they could not build another in 
Babylon; yet the captive sons of Abra- 
ham and David felt the need of the in- 
fluence of worship and under the lead- 
ership of Ezra the method of gathering 
together those who wanted to be taught 
in the law of the Lord was introduced; 
and in inconspicious places groups gath- 
ered from time to time thus forming 
the “congregation” to which pious 
scribes read and expounded the law. 

It was this gathering together and 
frequent study of the prophets and law 
which kept alive the spirit of national 
life in Judah while in captivity! and also 
inspired Ezra and his co-laborers with 
the desire to return to Jerusalem to re- 
build the city and the walls and to re- 
store the worship of Jehovah as before 
the captivity. 

Ezra and Nehemiah were inspired by 
pure motives and sincere purposes, and 
the hand of God was with them be- 
cause God had long since promised to 
preserve Judah until the promised “seed 
of the woman, the deliverer and world- 
saviour” should come. (Gen. 49:10.) 
However, the spiritual decadence of Ju- 
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dah before the captivity and the evil in- 
fluence of Babylonian society, religion, 
and wealth had done its deadly work in 
the spiritual life of Judah; and Ezra and 
Nehemiah, though noble as their efforts 
were, were never able to restore fully 
the spirituality of Judah, as the ac- 
counts in the book of Ezra, Nehemiah, 
and Malachi clearly indicate. 

Soon after the return from Babylon 
the “synagogue” idea began to develop, 
and instead of carrying out the temple 
worship in Jerusalem as God had com- 
manded, synagogues were built in vari- 
ous cities as well as in Jerusalem, and 
almost supplanted temple worship as they 
became the centers of religious gather- 
ings. Before the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem by Titus, there were reputed to be 
about four hundred synagogues in Jeru- 
salem alone. 


SYNAGOGUE vs. TEMPLE 

It must be remembered that the syn- 
agogue bore no relation to the temple. 
The temple building and worship had 
the sanction of Jehovah. The system 
of divine worship given by God to Moses 
for the people in the wilderness was 
transferred to the temple when it was 
completed, and God set His seal upon 
the whole system by the presence of His 
Shekinah glory. Amen! 

But not so with the synagogue! It 
was of human origin and without divine 
sanction. The temple was the place of 
sacrifice, while the synagogue never had 
any sacrifices whatsoever. 

The temple had no regular meeting 
place for teaching; it was a place of 
worship, while the synagogue became a 
regular place for study and teaching of 
the law and prophets, Lest we also for- 
get, God’s house is a place of worship. 
This teaching was done, however, by 
the scribes and rabbis, and their own in- 
terpretation (or misinterpretation) took 
the place of the oral law which Jesus 
rejected, saying, “Ye have made the law 
of God of none effect by your tradi- 
tion,” Matt. 15:6. And also, “In vain 
do they worship me, teaching for doc- 
trines the commandments of men,” 
Mark 7:7. The worship in the temple 
was entirely in the hands of the priests 
who were chosen by God from the tribe 
of Levi, while the services of the syn- 
agogue were in the hands of men whom 
God had made no choice (laymen). 


JESUS WARNS OF SYNAGOGUE 

By the time of Christ, the scribes, 
rabbis, and doctors of law had so com- 
pletely gained control of the religious 
life of Judah, and all interpretation of 
the Scriptures was colored so deeply 
with “traditions” that the true value 


of the law was lost. God help us today 
to preserve a true vision. Jesus vehe- 
mently denounced this, as will be seen 
by studying Matt. 23. A striking state- 
ment in this passage says, “Ye compass 
sea and land to make one proselyte, and 
when he is made, ye make him twofold 
more the child of hell than yourselves.” 
Notice the method of this group was 
proselyting. God help that our converts’ 
faith can be anchored in the power of 
God and not in the wisdom of man. Je- 
sus further denounced the system of 
this same chapter by saying, “I send 
unto you prophets. And some of them 
ye shall kill and crucify and scourge 
in your synagogues .... How shall 
ye escape the damnation of hell .... 
That upon you may come all the right- 
eous blood shed upon the earth... ” 
This reference to the martyrdom of 
saints connects closely with another 
statement in Rev. 18:24 where it says, 
“And in her (mystery Babylon) was 
found the blood of prophets and of 
saints and of all that was slain upon the 
earth.” This association of synagogue 
and Babylon in the death of the right- 
eous is more than striking. 


SATAN’S STRATEGY 


Satan, who is the age-old enemy of 
God and His program, knew full well 
God’s purpose in choosing Abraham 
and through him producing a nation 
(Israel). 

Satan wanted to break down the na- 
tional life of Israel, if possible, before 
the “seed of the woman” was produced 
who was destined to bruise Satan’s head 
(whose seed we are aflame to speak more 
about further and deeper in this article). 
Satan almost accomplished his aim in 
the dividing of the nation under Jero- 
boam and the scattering of ten tribes, 
followed by the captivity of Judah. 
However, God’s purpose could not be 
thwarted; since Christ had to come 
through her (Judah) she had to be kept 
alive nationally. When we ponder and 
settle on the weight of truth that has 
actually existed in God’s program from 
the foundation of the world, who are we 
to doubt our God’s ability? Let us say 
with Abraham, “He is able!” Thus be- 
coming not only seed but children of 
Abraham! But we are getting ahead of 
ourselves. 

Satan had literally destroyed the tes- 
timony of Judah among the nations save 
for a few faithful Hebrews as Daniel, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego and 
their associates. Satan’s one purpose then 
was to corrupt the truth as held by 
Judah which had been revealed by God

‘And there shall be signs in the sun,

Reasons for Praising God 


Much is said in God’s Word about 
praises and thanksgiving to God. In all 
spiritual circles you hear the people prais- 
ing God, and the more spiritual people 
are and the more they love God, the more 
they seem to praise Him. Now there are 
many substantial reasons for this: 


1. God, because of what He is in 
power, wisdom, love and all His great- 
ness, in heaven and earth and all His 
great universe, is worthy of the praises 
of all His creatures and of all creation. 
“Great is the Lord and greatly to be 
praised in the city of our God, in the 
mountain of His holiness,” Psa. 48:1, 
and “the Lord is great, and greatly to 
be praised ..... Honor and majesty 
are before him... . Give unto the 
Lord .... give unto the Lord glory 
and strength,” Psa. 96:4, 6, 7. 


2. Praise is ever God’s portion among 
His people. “But thou art holy, O thou 
that inhabitest the praises of Israel,” 
Psa. 22:3. In Deut. 10:21 the Lord is 
called the “praise” and “God” of His 
people, and the Psalmist calls Him the 
“God of my praise.” 


3. He is to be praised for what He is 
to His people and for what He does in 
them and for them. He is a God of 
“great mercy.” This is a reason for great 
thanksgiving to Him (Psa. 57:10). 
Had it not been for His mercy we would 
all have been consumed because of our 
sins. Then the many “benefits” named, 
“Who forgiveth all thine  iniquities; 
who healeth all thy diseases; who re- 
deemeth thy life from destruction; who 
crowneth thee with lovingkindness and 
tender mercies; who satisfieth thy mouth 
with good things.” Psa. 103. 


4. Answered prayer is given as a spe- 
cial reason for praising God, and, indeed, 
it is for His glory that God answers 
any prayer or bestows any blessing upon 
His creatures. “And call upon me in the 
day of trouble: I will deliver thee, and 
thou shalt glorify me.” Psa. 50:15. 


§. Praise to God is an act of worship 
and is, therefore, a means of grace. 
“Whoso offereth praise glorifieth me: 
and to him that ordereth his conversa- 
tion aright will I shew the salvation of 
God.” Psa. 50:23. You will always see 
more of the blessing and presence of the 
Lord in the life where there is a con- 
stant spirit of praise and thanksgiving 
for God’s blessing and goodness _ re- 
ceived. “1 will bless the Lord at all 
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times: his praise shall continually be in 
my mouth.” Psa. 34:1. 

6. God calls all heaven and earth to 
praise Him; the angels and all the heav- 
enly host, the sun and moon and stars. 
He calls to all the saints and redeemed 
on earth to praise Him, and all the 
kings, princes, judges, and all people of 
earth. He calls ‘“‘beasts, and all cattle 
and creeping things,” ahd “mountains 
and all hills, fruitful trees, and all ce- 
dars,” etc., Psa. 148, 149, 150. What 
a day it will be when the words of Rev. 
§:12, 13 are fulfilled: ‘““Worthy is the 
Lamb that was slain to receive power, 
and riches, and wisdom, and strength, 
and honour, and glory, and blessing. And 
every creature which is in heaven, and 
on the earth, and under the earth, and 
such as are in the sea, and all that are 
in them, heard I saying, Blessing, and 
honour, and glory, and power, be unto 
him that sitteth on the throne, and un- 
to the Lamb forever and ever.” 

“Like Jacob at Jabbok, it is when our 
earthly sun goes down that the divine 
angel comes forth, and we wrestle with 
him and prevail.” 

We never know how much faith we 
have and how much spiritual strength 
we have until it is put to the test by 
some fierce storm; and for this reason 
only, the Lord sends the storm.

| Missionary Visit to Dominica 


On Friday night, May 27, Bishops J. 
H. Marshall and C. N. Ford sailed for 
Dominica on the Lady Nelson. Brother 
J. H. Ingram, the field superintendent, 
also left on the same boat for another 
destination. We arrived at Domini- 
ca Saturday night, remained on board 
until Sunday morning when we went 
ashore and proceeded to the meeting- 
house. There at 11:00 a. m. we met a 
few saints who gave us a hearty wel- 
come. The ship being scheduled to leave 


at 2:00 p. m. gave Brother Ingram the 
opportunity to go ashore, and he joined 
us at 11:30. After the song service and 
prayer Brother Ingram brought the mes- 
sage. The saints rejoiced but deeply re- 
gretted that Brother Ingram had _ to 
leave for the ship before the meeting 
closed. 

At 7:00 p. m. Bishop C. N. Ford 
preached to a fairly crowded gathering. 
We preached every night at that place 
(Roseau Station) and on Thursday after- 
noon we started by bus for another 
station ten miles from the city. This 
district is called Layou. We met with 
some opposition at this station, but the 
Lord stood by us. We then had to rent 
a hall formerly used by the Reformed 
Methodist Church, for $2.40 a month. 
We spent six nights there in an effort 
to revive the work and, thank God, we 
left four in fellowship. Dominica is a 
hard field; 45,000 population, 90 per 
cent Roman Catholic. 

On June 8 we returned to the city 
to properly organize the work for the 
Church of God, Headquarters at Cleve- 
land, Tenn., U. S. A. We petitioned to 
the Administrator of the island for of- 
ficial recognition for the Church and 
the ministry. During this time the work 
was definitely handed over to us. The 
rental of Mission Hall is $5 a month; 
membership is twenty-two. This field 
needs a male residing worker to pastor 
the work. The saints refuse a have a 
female pastor. 

On Friday night, June 10, we held 
our last service, including the commun- 
ion service, when eighteen broke bread 
with us. To God be the glory. Thus we 
left the shores of Dominica on Sunday, 
June 12, to return to Barbados. 

On our way back the ship stopped at 
St. Lucia for a few hours; and at the in- 
vitation of a sister, Bishop Ford went 
ashore, met, was welcomed by, and 
preached to twelve believers, eight of 
whom are awaiting water baptism. These 
dear saints earnestly desire to be taken 
into the Church of God. For this pur- 
pose it has been decided that Bishop 
Ford visit them the first mail in August. 
This is ancther needy field for the full 
gospel. Pray for us in connection with 
this work. 

For the benefit of the work both in 
St. Lucia and Dominica we have prom- 
ised to pay quarterly visits to each is- 
land, if the Lord sends in the means. 
The cost of traveling, covering a period 
of between two and three weeks, is $25, 
$10 for return passage and $15 for 
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boarding, lodging, boatage, etc. 

We earnestly desire the success and 
prosperity spiritually and numerically of 
the work of God in these parts and re- 
quest the prayers and co-operation of 
the Lord’s people for this work.—Bishop 
C. N. Ford.

unto His servants and prophets. And let 
me say right here, servants of God, that 
Satan is still on his job applying his old 
tricks and would bring God’s claims to 
shame if he could. Let’s not hold the 
truth in unrighteousness. Let’s let the 
truth have full sway in the earth. O 
God, grant that truth shall prevail in 
full strength and bring this program to 
a close. God has promised a quick work 
in the earth if we obey Him. Obedience 
unto God is the need of the hour now. 
God, help your servants to obey you. 
Obedience is better than sacrifice. How- 
ever, a sacrifice possibly is to be made 
to work obedience. 

Paul assures us that “the weapons of 
our warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of 
strongholds, casting down imaginations 
and every high thing that exalteth it- 
self against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ. And having 
in a readiness (God is ready) to revenge 
all disobedience, when your obedience is 
fulfilled.” 2 Cor. 10:4-6. He is waiting 
on us, brother ministers. God, help us 
to be obedient that your will will be 
done in earth as it is in heaven. God 
grant that Satan’s plans will not bring 
a reproach upon the Church of God. 

So, through the introduction of the 
“synagogue” and the rabbis and their 
teachings, the whole system of religion 
became corrupted, and when Jesus came, 
He found no place into which He could 
fit. 

Note then, right here at the end of 
this whole thing, we, upon whom the 
end of the world is come, are challenged 
with this question from Christ, ‘““When 
I return shall I find faith on the 
earth?” Oh, Church of God—Church 
of Ged! O God help us! Saints of 
God, pray, pray, pray that our God will 
be glorified in the earth. 


WHO IS A JEW? 

We come now to the second phase 
of our study, “Who is a Jew?” More 
pleasingly we enter into this thought, 
being supported by much delightful 
Scripture. 

Who is a Jew? Paul says: “For he is 
not a Jew which is one outwardly.... 
but he is a Jew who is one inwardly 

” Rom. 2:28, 29. There is some- 
ching more to being a Jew than being 
born of parents whose lineage runs back 
to Jacob. Therefore, many claim to be 
Jews who are not Jews. 

The Apostle Paul speaking further on 
this line says, “They are not all Israel 
which are of Israel, neither because they 
are ‘seed’ of Abraham are they all chil- 
dren” (of Abraham). 

Now precious Church of God, this is 
what we wish to draw your attention 
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to expressively. Meditate sharply, pierc- 
ingly, diligently, seeking to understand 
Paul’s explanation just here; tis very 
illuminating. Paul cites us to Gal. 3:7, 
29. Now Paul lets us understand that it 
is possible to be of the “seed of Abra- 
ham and Jacob” and yet not be “chil- 
dren” insofar as God’s promises and 
covenant are concerned. He explains who 
are the “children” of Abraham, “Know 
ye therefore that they which are of 
faith, the same are children of Abraham,” 
and, “If ye be Christ’s then are ye Ab 
raham’s seed, and heirs according to the 
promise.” But Jesus makes a striking dis- 
tinction between the “seed” of Abraham 
and the “children” of Abraham in the 
eighth chapter of John. 

A group of Jews said to Jesus, “We 
be Abraham’s seed and were never in 
bondage to any man,” to which our 
Lord replied, “I know that ye are Ab- 
raham’s seed, but ye seek to kill me... 
If ye were Abraham’s children ye would 
do the works of Abraham.” John 8:33, 
45. 

Here we have Jesus classifying men 
who are actually “seed of Abraham,” and 
plainly saying they were not “children” 
of Abraham. Now according to our 
Lord’s passionate statement, a child of 
Abraham is one who has Abraham’s 
faith, and Abraham’s faith was a Mes- 
sianic faith. A Jew is not a Jew unless 
he has Abraham’s or Messianic faith, 
neither is any Jew a “child” of Abra- 
ham unless he has Abraham’s faith which 
is a ‘“‘Messianic faith.” For Jesus said, 
“Abraham rejoiced to see my day, and 
he saw it and was glad.” John 8:56. On- 
ly the seed of Abraham who are of faith 
are accounted to him for children. It 
is this company of the descendants of 
Abraharn to whom the promises are 
made, and for whom there is a future 
hope of regathering, re-establishing in 
their own land, and the prospects of a 
glorious kingdom. 

Abrahamic faith for the Jews, as they 
interpret it now, does not imply that a 
Jew must accept the “saviourhood” of 
Jesus, but they must believe in Abra- 
ham’s God and believe in the promises 
made to Abraham of the coming “‘seed 
of Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and David” 
as Israel’s deliverer. This would consti- 
tute what we commonly call an “ortho- 
dox Jew.” Now with this clearly before 
us we ask, Who are those “who say they 
are Jews but who are not, but do lie’’? 
Is it not clearly those who are the 
“seed” of Abraham, the Jews who have 
apostatized, and who do not believe the 
Abrahamic promises? For there are those 
who say they are “Jews” and are the 
“seed” of Abraham, but who through 
the “traditions of men” have been led 
in gross materialism and away from all 
the teachings of Holy Scripture, yet 
claiming to be Jews; is it not clear that 
they are of the synagogue of Satan? 
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But the question now arises, Why does 
Jesus connect this “synagogue of Satan” 
with the end-time, and_ the Philadel- 
phian church age? It is generally agreed 
among our Bible students that the Phil- 
adelphian church typifies the Church of 
God prophetically at the close of the 
present dispensation, and the one which 
will be caught up to meet the Lord. 
Then why this association of “the syna- 
gogue of Satan” with the church-age? 
When we summarize the teachings of 
Liberal Judaism (Jew’s religion) (Na- 
tional church history) we find it has 
been transferred part and parcel to the 
so-called Christian church in the form 
of modernism. 

The teaching of “Saduceeism” from 
the days of Jesus’ ministry, has been 
perpetuated by “Judaism” in the syn- 
agogue until recently when these doc- 
trines have been transplanted to the so- 
called Christian church by modernist 
under the guise of ‘“‘advanced learning” 
or “scientific knowledge.” 

Modernism and Judaism agree on ev- 
ery doctrine. 


SOME COMPARISONS 

Judaism proclaims “selection and evo- 
lution” as the process of the world. So 
does the modernist. “The sole purpose of - 
Judaism is to render the world that now 
is, a divine kingdom.” This coincides 
with the great “kingdom program” to 
be evolved in time according to mod- 
ernist. Judaism (Jew’s religion) instead 
of faith requires works. So do modern- 
ists emphasize this. Judaism denies the 
existence of a personal devil. So does 
modernism. Judaism teaches that ‘one 
hour of good works in this world is 
more valuable than the entire life in the 
world to come.” This philosophy has 
been drilled into our high school and 
college students, and out of this teach- 
ing comes this society into our homes— 
a host of hell-bent heathens that will 
carry our children away captive through 
modernism, communism to the darkened 
abode of the damned unless we, _ the 
Church of God, who have the truth, 
which truth alone can stop the hordes 
of hell, stay on our faces before our God 
in prayer and supplication to turn the 
tide of an eternal despair that is on its 
way as a flood, coming as an on-slaught 
against God’s program. Judaism “knows 
no law of sin in the body, of which Paul 
speaks, and denies the ‘original sin’ of 
man.” With this the teachings of all 
modernists and false cults agree. These 
comparisons could be carried further, 
but the agreement between Judaism and 
modernism is too complete to be only 
“striking” or a coincident. Are they not 
synonymous? 

Now if apostatized Jews who say they 
are “seed” of Abraham but who have 
not Abraham’s faith and deny all the 
sacred teachings of Abraham and the
